Tkh (biUnrlng paper originated from a convenMioD between tlie Kcx'. Nathaniel S. Kolioni, 
and tiie Bar. Jaoob Clu4iiiiaii, and from the luiown intention of the Rev. Mr. Chaimiaii to 

prepare a book embracing n complete Rcncnlogy of the Folsotn Family. The Intter was 
advised to famish an article for the Historical and Ocneaiogical Register, with a view to 
obtain the oooperation of all Inteieiited in the ol^ect It wai aeeordlngl7 ftumUlMd, eonflned 
strictly to ** the Ant fbor generatione*' and within the ** six printed iMges** to which raeh 

articlet) are In >?cncml limirod. It wa<! then Fiibmittcd to the senior writer's revision, who 
could not take it in hand until January of the present year. On contiultation with friends 
H was tlKmght advlmble to introduce historical and biogmphlcsl skctchea— the addltlonnl 
expense being clieeifully home by them. And then as it Itecaitne known that a multitude 
of the Folsoins of the pr sent gencnuinn wonM not bo !ie!|>e(I nt nil by ft paper within the 
specified litnitj<, it waH deemed expedient U) include all the names given in Mr. Kelley's 
Genealogy published many years ago in the "Bseter News Letter" (of whidi very few 
copies are in existence), in iw frill and perfect a form as pOKSihIc. And so the paper grew 
in tlie senior writer's h;uitl< until it has swelled to more thun four times the " six pages," 
embracing a lai'ge aniuunt of new names and datC8 within the fcopQ of tlie generations 
assigned to hhnaelf by Mr. Kelley as welt as beyond Aem. 

It was within the intent of the paper to record some rqaMOntatiTe of each Uring fhmlly 
traceable to the first John Folsom, and in partictjlar any persons of talent, enterprise, or 
useful service, of whom information could be gained in season for publication by the month 
of April. Ferhape as much mooess has been obtatand hi this dliectlbn as oonld reasonably 
be expected. Still, the main object has been to hdp to something more complete yet to 
come. It is only the first fruits that are now gathered. The extent of the harvest-field 
may be imagined from a single point of view. Wishing to ascertain the status and antcee- 
denti of the*fonnders of Folsomdale, Wyoming Co., N. Y., Mr. Ai A* Folsom corresponded 
with a gentleman of th:it place, and finally learned their name»-HiU prominent men (and 
they were three in nunil)er), SuiRU'visors, Jui<tice of the Peace, larire property-holders; also 
that they originated from Tunbridge, Vt.; that their father (beyond whom lie could not 
ascertain their pedigree) was Asa, brother of Jnoob Folsom— the last leaving a family of 
•'eleven sons and daughters who met their descendants and other relatives at a reunion in 
Tunbridge, in the month of August or Septeuiher, 1871, to tlie number of three or four 
hundred." If they could only have come prepared with written genealogies of their 
families, to be recorded and preserved ! 

The IdndnesB of poetmasten and postmistresses is gratefully acknowledged, espedally 
in the instance of flnding a married sister of Capt. Folsom, of California, who, through her 
daughter, fiimished a vary fliil ihmily-rccord, going back for enough to be easily connected 
with names (bund in Mr. Laneaner's History of Ollmanton, in direct descent from the first 
John Folsom. Nor could important portions of tlie article have been written without the 
valuable aid of Mr. John Ward Dean, the Libmrian of the Historic Genealogical Society, and 
Editor of its periodical, in putting just the needed booits before the writer for personal re- 
search ; also of the Librarian of the Congreg ittonal Library. A constant oorrespondenoe 
has also been maintained with Rev. Mr. Chapman, who has already a more extensive col- 
lection of names, dates, &c.,of the Folsoms than uny other person in the country. 

In taking his final leave, the senior writer earnestly asks the descendants of John Fol- 
aooi to commnnicate names, dates (going badt the farthest they ican), occupations btogra- 
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pbical sketches, &c., to the Rev. Jacob Chapman, KInpston, Jf. H. Let them do this before 
the oldejit frcncrution now living shall pass away. E^pc(■iaily let efforts be made like that 
of Mr. Paul Futiter Foldom (mentioned in note, p. 16), ami the work of putting the various 
gnmiwln IIimaI amnectkm with the flm Jidiii Folioin will he moreiiracticeble} whcfow 
in their pn-sctit stute many of the names now in the hands of Mr. Cliapnian arc utterly 
untraceablv. That correspondence, proving that Benjamin F. was an ancestor two genera- 
ttoDi hack of men still living who are over seventy ycnrs of age ; that be went flfom Exeter 
or near ncigiili<»rli(»otl to Deerfield and thence witii lifs family into Maine, was most import- 
ant. And it apit d with a fact known from Deertiold records that a Benjamin F. had lived 
for a time in Dcertield, but of whom there was no other trace, and no other fact known. 
But who wa« Berjamln*! flither ? Noliody ooald telL The whole Genealogy of Mr. Kellej 
was nUMM;ked. Every Benjamin named hn it<WR8 Itrgaght Into inquisition, until at \su^t one 
was fixed on, and a pedigree ni.ulc dut tint rrccivcil the approval of the late Mr. Drake, so 
fkras any could have it in the abbence ot explicit records, hut Inter re^earch, in the courao 
of amUng ap thia fNeeaent Genealogjr of the **Vc^mmi Family,*' revealed a Ibw in the nun- 
agreement of the ages so as perfectly to fit tlie Benjamin sought after. The whole was 
given up, and the conviction reluctantly readied that in Mr. Kelley's Genealogy, the fuiieat 
known, there was no trace of such a person. SCill later, an examination of the brief reoovd 
of the FolMMU of Gilnianlon, in Kr. XanoarterlR Btainx of ^manton, whidi tna the 
occasion of bringing, by continued research and inf itby» atlBOst all the new matter found 
in the present paper on pp. (also on p. 13, No, 9), dlldosed children of Jolill (Mm of 
Bea. John), who married Sarah Dudley ; and among their children wat a son PeCsr, Ihther 
of Peter, Jo«iah, Abraiiain atid Benjamin. But of the BeiOamin the History said nothing 
furtlicr. This supplied tiic long miseing link, and met every condition. The Genealojn»t 
will upprceiutc the remark when I add, tltat this cost nearly a week of close, arduous, 
l>erplexlng research and study. Hr. Chapman will have some of this sort of work to do. 
Even with help and eneonnigcment his whole work will be ardtUMM, enthusiastic though he 
is in it ; without ejicouragement, it will be impossible. Let every family pledge itself to 
purchase his book when completed. We ti-ust he will be able to produce a compunion- 
volone to the "Oifanan Genealogy,** that model of Us clasa In Ibrm and method and flcnem 
execution. If in five or in seven years from the present time he shall have published suc-li 
a work, he will not fuii to win the gratitude of bis kiusmcu, and to find n welcome ahio from 
many Ijeyond tbcm. jc. e. r. 
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THE FOLSOM FAMILY. 



ON the 2r,ih of April, 1 G;]8, tlie ship " Dilijront, of Ipswich," Exxjr., of ;3.0O 
tons burden, John Martin, master, set sail from the mouth of tho 
Thames for Massachusetts Bny, having on board nineteen families and six or 
eight single persons, in all one hundred and ihirt y-threo. Twelve of these 
families, nutnlxM-inir <'ii:Iity-four souls, wore from old I Iiiii,'ham, tlio rest from 
tlie immediate vicinity; and tlicy had all finharked for the |ttir[»()sc of joining 
a colony settled la llin<jham, Mass., lijo'J-67 (consisting of ten fumilieii 
and five single persons, in all forty-nine), who had been their friends and 
neighbors in old Ilingham. Among those now emigrating were John Foul- 
sham of Ilinghajn, then twenty-three or twenty-four years of age, and his 
young wife, to whom he had been married about a year and a half. They 
were attended by two servants. His wife's father and mother, Kdward and 
Mary Clark Gilman, of Hingham, three younger brothers, Edward (not 
quite tw(;nty-one yetirs old), .Joiin and Moses; two younger sisters, Sarah, 
and Lydia (who married Daniel Gushing, lG4.i), and three servants of the 
family, were fellow-passengers. The rector of the paiish, Kev. Robert 
Feck, with iiis family, consisting of wife, two children and two servants, also 
formed part of the company. The immediate oocasion of their departure 
seems to have been trouble in ecclesiastical matters. Their rector, doubt- 
less with the sympathy and aid of most of those constituting the eniigrat- 
i!ig party, had pulled down the rails of chan<'el and altar, and levelled the 
latter a foot below thecimrch, as it remains to this day. Being prosecuted 
by Bishop Wren, he left the kingdom, together with bis friends — who sold 
their estates at half their real value— promising to remaui with them always. 

In an account of tlie family, published forty or fifty years ago in the 
*' Kxeter News Letter," from which a large portion of names and dates in 
the present reconi lias been taken, there is mentioned a tradition that ''as 
several John Smiths were in the company, one of them who came from the 
town of Foulsham was, for the sake of being distinguished from the others, 
fiuniliarly callefl John Foulsham/ and by this name, on* his arrival in 
New-Kiigland, he chose to be known. So it became his and liis posterity's 
name." Now there n)av be a real fact of a chan^je or abridijinent of name 
lying at the basis of the tradition. There is presumptive evidence, nay, fair 
proof of it, in an attestation, given by the compiler of the Exeter News 
I^etter Genealogy, of his inspection of a deed signed by John Foulsham, 
1G72, smd recorded in vol. xi. p. 2<s7,in the Registry of Deeds for the C\). of 
Kockingham, in which some property is conveyed l>y .lohn Foulsham to his 
daughter, commencing thus : " Whereas there is an Intent of marriage be» 
tween George March, the son of Hugh March of Newbery and Manr FonU 
sham the daughter of John Foulsham, aiUaf Smith, of Exeter."* Why the 
"alias " there, unless he had once borne the name '* Smith," and now wished 
to make the bequest to his child forever indisputable ? Assuming this to

** Know ye all men by these presents, thst I the ssid John Fonjsluun in consideration of

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liavo bren liis natno wlieii lie embarked, the explanation given by the " News 
Letter" cannot be wholly accurate ; for there is only onc^ more "Smith" 
on the list of passengers, and his name was '* Henry." There is, however, 
printed in the town records for 1639, as will be seen further on, the name 
of a ♦* John Smith" associated with thai of "John Fonlsham." Wlure 
did lie come from ? In all probability he was one of the sons of the "• Henry 
Smith " already meiUiuned ; and two John Smitiis — tliou<;h tliere were 
not '* several " — ^presented motive enough for distinguishing them in name 
if possible. But with full evidence that " Foulsham " had lieen for centu- 
ries a family name, as well as that of a parish, in Norfoli< county; that it 
was written on nionnineiits, in town-records and in history, there does not 
seem any probability that " John Snuih " on his voyage across the Atlantic 
would drop the name Smith,** and take that of Foulsham ** from the 
name of a parish in the neighborluMid of Hingham. ]Jy the change lie put 
liimself among the *' Foulshams." A better explanation of the adoption cjf 
the name "John Foulsham" by the husband of Mary Gilnuin — if we must 
accept the change — is that he took the surname because it was his mother's 
maiden nume, and possibly was his own middle name, though middle names 
were very rare in England at that dme. In dropping the last word, his 
father's surname, he did what many have done, and are doing down to 
this day. lie was nevertheless a liueul descendant of the Foulshams,

The definite lorntion rf the "land in Hin.u'ham" Is worthy of notice. It may assist in 
gaining a correct conception of it, to consider that " llin^liain was once the heati town of 
a deanery, and contained 4.'i parishes." " FInlshain " >eenis to liuve licen one of these out- 
lying pari.-hes ; and the deed proves that the first John Folsom had hmd there as well as iu 
*♦ Haekford-lij-Hin;;liain," as the latter place was sometimes called Ity way of distineti(»n. 
The appellution "Ffulsham at the liox*butihes " siiggCbts a bito where the Bux-fihru)> 
ahoanUed, and was planted as an ornament of garden and lawn, perhaps an ancient home 
uf his aricestors— tlic buildings long gone—one of the freeholds caincd by purchase or giffe 
in the parishes in widcli the manors of the noblemen were a moiety only.

&c., and the names of the lu i^Lring parishes of Haulinghuro, Laugbam and Norrald

can 1»c alt identiflcd. Perhaps the land had been kept so long because of the dear assoeia- 
t:ons eonnecled with it. He rpniend ered the fragrance and greenness of its >hnilibery. 
And now, eight years licfore his death, he will not aliennte the aneestral ]>()sses>i<)U from 
his fandly, but he-tows it <mio ne of his sons. The I'.ither'.- ti ilmte to the good iinalitlcB of 
Uic sun supplies vuluablc testimony of chmactcr in the ab»cDcc uf any other rccutd. 
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worthy to be the founder of the Folsom family in America, and fit to trans- 
mit the vigorous pulsations of his ancestral blood to future generations.* 

The party liaviii<5 huided at Boston, Mass., Aug. 10, 1C38, immediately 
proceeded to their j)la('e of destination, about fourteen miles S. E. from 
Hoston. An Adam Foulsliani, probably a soti of the A<lam who died in 
1627, and a cousin, if not laulher, of Jolin I'ouLsham, came from IIin>rham, 
Eng., to Hingham, Mass., in 1639, but letumed to England and died 1670. 
Their rector remained about thrct! years, when hearing that the bishops 
were deposed, he returned to P^niflaiid in KJUf (the date j^iven by Daniel 
Gushing), resumed his rectory, and died lGr>G. Edward (idnjan had with 
Others obtained a grant of lan<l eight miles square in a place now called Be- ' 
hoboth, near the Rhode Island line, in 1641. In 1647 his name is recorded 
in Ipswich. .Soon afterward he went to Exeter, N.H., where his sous were 
alread}' established iu business. John Folsom and wife, with their cliildi-en, 
followed her father and mother to Kxeter, probably not earlier than IGOO; 
the first authentic record of their residence in thi^ town being in the year

During the twelve or fifteon years* residence of John Foulsham in

iiiugham, Mass., he was not without tokens of the good will of the people.

The ortli(>;,'ra]j!iy aini iirniiinuiatina n{ the name liuvc varied in Tin' fam ly ii>rif, as well 
as HUiouf; itlhers wtitinj: and pronoundng it. Tlje first Anglo-Auiciinvn la-arin;,' tlu; name 
spelt it Foulsham." His son, Dcii. John, wrote it Fnllmm ** In 1709, and it is so siiined 
in his last will, 17LS. In one instance in the Hingham town reconis it is spelt " Fulshiim,' 
bnt nliravs nftcrwanl ** Foaisham." In the Exeter records ft is uniformly written 
••FolsDin" from tin.' year 1050, with one exception In 1681, when the town clerk Wrote 
** F.»ul~lianic." In the records of ilie First Tarish, Hiivcrllill, Mass., 17l9-'il, it is spelt 
" Foulsham," " Foulsam," " Folsham," anil " Fnlsom," on occasion of tlie baptism of 
children of Josiali Foulsham." Orifrinally it was donlttless spelt *' Foulsli.ime" — its ety- 
mological Rij^lticancc being the Fowls home, or In-ccding-place, or mart. The old syl- 
labic diviaion miint have liecn Foul»-hame, the final syllable becoming shortened into 
** ham.*' with the first letter silent, pronounced like wm, m may now ofton lie noticed in 
words of tliat termination. A further shortening appears in I )04— how extensively ])ractiscd 
is nncertflin— in a Latin Inscription on a monumental stone in the floor of the chnrch of 
Uepiis, Xiirfdlk co., w iiirli translated is, Pray for the sonl of Mr. Thomas Fi)l>li:uii, Racca- 
lanreate ot the Cliapei ( lli>t. of Norfolk Co., vol. xi. p. 182). This hist mode ofspelling ap- 
pears on motiern maps of Kngland, designating the towD. JInt everywhere it is now written ■ 
folsom by tht)fie bearing the name. 

In rcgaVil to the pronunciation of this word, it fs now generally pronounced by the fiuntly 
quite like whoieaome (the writer lias never known liut one exception). And we suggest 
that tids is a preservation of the old way of pronouncing the name; that In the first syl- 
1 " Full's" the di|ili!hunLr " on " wa^ soinnlril as in " souls, ponltry," &e. Cert tin it li 
that this old sinilling— touls (or foules) — ot our modern word •* fowls," occurs in Chaucer— *

Our sngccstion is, moi-cover, full}' Inirne out by similar phenomena of pronunciation in 
modern times. We hear " lK»wling-allcy " (once 'written Aou/tng-alley, and the sphere or 
liull, boulc) pronounced in two wavs, with the flrst iqriiahle like '*ow'" In Aow/ and In the 
drinking-ves.sol 6oto/. " Johnson, Eluliinstone and Perry declare for the former, i. c. as in 
howl ; Sheridan, Scott, Hcnnell and Smith pronounce it like hole. Garrick corrected Wal- 
ker for pronouncing it like '* howl.** — (Early Knjiiish rronun., vol. i. |i. 1 IJ.) Kvcn the pro* 
nuiiciation of the won! when vMitteii as Ilea. John Folsom uroti' il, " Fulisom," has au- 
thority in tlie ol. I piounmiation of thi- word " Cowpcr," like tliat of froj^xrf (a hurt) as 
now hear J, with the ou as in " group,' or possibly nearer the sound of o-oo — the sound of 
the ow in "Cowpcr" as in Aowif being ** given it only by diose who do not kinow the 
family." 

t In Mr. Ulomcneld's •'County of Norfolk," vol. 2, p. 425, it is .stated that lie "came 
back to Hingham in tlie year 1649, after ten years volnntaiy iNmlsbmcnt.** 
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It is quoted from Daniel Cusliing'a Records in Sprague's Genealogy, 
Appendix, p. 50, tbut ** there was given him by the Town, four acres of Land 

butting upon the Playne eastward and npon the Common westward}" and 

the author of the Genealosry mentions that ''the house staiidinjr upon this 
lot [1828J was built by Foulsham before Daniel Gushing was Town-clerk 
[1669] — ^the frame is of sawed oak-timber. My grandfather, ' the author 
adds, ^'bought it in 1744 of Daniel Beal— my Jather left it in 1800; the 
Spragues own it at present." This house was taken down in 187'), and 
some of its sawed oak manufactured into niomorial chairs. Another record 
is quoted of the 3Uth of January, lG4o, that "the seven or nine men chosen 
to order the prudential afluirs of the town shall be chosen out of die hody of 
the Town^ as well non-Freemen as Freemen ;" and the seven chosen were 
"Tlionias Josselyn. Georije Marsh, Thomas Gill, John Tower, John Smith, 
John Foulsham, William Sprague." And airain. "it is orticred tV: ai,M-eed 
upon by the town that Capt. Joshua Ilubburd an*l Jolin Foulsham shall 
hare liberty of the two rivers. Rocky Meadow & Bound Brook Rivers, so 
far as the town hath property, to build & mainliun a saw-mill or mills." 

It is related in tlie Kxeter News Genealogy that in KU.") there arose 
some " troublesonjo business," as Gov. Winthro[> culls it in reference to 
himself personally ; a man named Ernes, who had been lieutenant of 
Hingham, having been appointed captain by the f^vemment, but rejected 
by the people, who elected Allen in Iiis stead. Wintbrop, then lieutenant- 
governor, insisted that Ernes should be obeyed as commanding officer ; the 
people insisted upon having Alien for their captain, and, speaking evil of 
dignities," asked, What have magistrates to do with us ?" protesting also 
that they would die at the sword's p<nnt if they might not have the choice 
of their own officers. The result was a recjuisition on some of the leaders 
to give security for appearance at court, and on their refusal a commitment 
to prison. In turn, the friends of the imprisoned arraigned Wintbrop for 
assnmpUoD of power and illegal imprisonment. The affair terminated in 
the acquittal of the deputy governor; and a fine of £155^ was imposed <ni 
about ninety ])ersons, £20 of which John Foulsiiam was sentenced to pay. 
By some means Ik; was fitially exempted j for bis name does not appear 
among the censured and lined. 

After his removal to Exeter, the name of Goodman Folsom*' appears 
in 1659 on the list of '^selectmen." He obtained a grant of land, 1660; 
his sons also all obtained similar grants in years following; he was a 
jury man, 1GG2. In July, IGOo, l)eing one of a committee representing 
Dover, Portsmouth, Exeter and Hampton, to consult on certain political 
. grievances, he presented **a petition to the King's Maje^y," for 
c Dusideration by the committee, prayitig that they "miglit be governed by 
the hiws of England," and expressing "joy that the King had sent over 
Commissioners int^j these i)art.s," and "sorrow that the Commissioners were 
evilly entertained by the Buy Government.'* Connected with this, and 
showing further action iti the matter, it n recoi'ded in volume i. of the 
Provincial Papers of New Hampshire, p. 280, without date, but about lG(!o. 
that "testimonies of selectmen are made that .loliii l'"(iulshain. Sen., and 
three others, Abraham Corbitt, Robert Buruham and Edward ililton, are 
principal actors in trying to procure hands to be taken off [i. e. to sign 
off] from the Bay Government." In 177G, he and his brother-in-law, 
Moses Gilman, disagreed al)out their boundary-lines, and the latter, in a 
passion, pulled up a parcel of fence that stood between their latids. *' John 
Sen'r" instantly entered his complaint; the case wa^i ''respited" a few days 
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at the request of Mosee. Intercession on the part of mntnal friends 
"persuading to peace meantime proved fruitless/* John felt that an insult 
and a wrong had been committed, and he pressed the trial. The decision 
was slightly evasive of the question of real line of boundary. But so far 
as it went it was against Moses, who was required to bear . the oost <^ 
complaint (16 shillings), and where, by pulling down the fence, he had made 
gaps and exposed liis iieiglihor's crops to injtiry. he must put it up and keep 
it up, ''until after next IiHlinii harvest," when, of course, the matter in 
dispute might he opened again, and a more iutelligeut decision be given. 
Mr. Commissioner Dalton, however, "does advise to peace and love iii the 
mean time, as th( ii i lation and duty requireth." 

From facts like these, the descendants of the Ando-American John 
FoixiM may learn what were some of the traits of character in their 
ancestor. He was enterprising, courageous, prominent in the communities 
in whidi he lived, a leader in public affairs, determined on simplicity in 
reli^ous worship and equity in the state, a solid, independent, righteous and 
true man. 

The earliest ]ieriod in which the name appears in history, is the first half 
of the fourteenth century. There was a John Foulsham of Foulsham, 
prior of a Carmelite monastery in Norwich, and **pru3ses provincialis" of all 

England. In all probability he belonged to a family of which the Folsonis 
are lineal descendants. He was D.I), of Cambridge, and. accoi-ding to Pitt, 
is spoken of in John Bayle's Catalogue of P^^miuent Writers (p. 421), as 
follows : After an acquaintance with Aristotle's methods, and having got a 
smattering of the original scriptures [gustatis scripturarum oortieihus], he 
became no mean proficient in {-oiitrovcrsial theology, knowing how, by 
means of svll(»j:istic tricks, to turn white into bhn k aiid men into donkevs. 
He died in the great plague at Norwich, iyj46. Kicliard Foulsham. also of 
Fonlsham, and probably the prior's brother, was much in the court of John 
XXII. at Rome (Idl6-:U). with whom be corresponded, and some of hia 
letters to whom were ]nd)lished.

lion. George Folsom, who visited England and expioretl every possible 
source of information. He next states tibat **Adara," the fourth in descent 
from •* Roger," left a son named "John,** i.e. the first Anglo-American John 
Foulsham. Those who sliull ,>( ( ('[)t the alias Sniitli" can hanily consider 
him as the soti of Adam tlie tliird, but of Adam's sister, who had nuirried a 
Smith. Through her he was the grandsou of the previous "Adam." From 
this first Anglo-Americau John Folsom, of Exeter, N. H., and his wife 
Mary Oilman Folsom, are descended, so far as we know, all the Folsoms 
in America — with the exception of one f:imily, with which is connected a 
story curious enough to be given in a note below.*

saying the taxes should be raisetl l»y the General Assembly — which answer 
lie gave to Gov. & ConncU : whereupon they took the scroll out of hb hands 
and delivered it to Thos. Thurton, provost-inai nIuiI. and he was oixlered by 
SI warrant from the Secretary to aid the said Thurton." This summary 
treatment was honorable to liini from such a government as that of Cran- 
field, and sliows how " accepUibly," at least to the people, if not to the party 
iu power, he filled that special olSoe of constable by forbearing to pudi the 
demand for oppressive andtincoustittttional taxes and fines. The following

In tlie autumn of 184G, Col. Stevenson heing abont to leave for California 
in cotnrnand of tlie first regiment of New-York volunteers, and learning the 
character of Lieut. Folsom, applied to have him sent as stalT-oiiicer in the 
Qnartermaster^s department. Satisfactory arrangements having been made, 
particularly in regard to his promotion first to the grade of 1st Lieutenant, 
and soon after to that of Captain, and all the needful oommijisariat liaving 
heen provided by him, he sailed with the expedition, and after a live or six 
months voyage arrived at Yerba Buena, in the beginning o£ the spring of 
1847. Agreeably to orders from Gen. Kearney, he set abont the work 
of inspectuig the Bay of San Francisco for the purpose of s« looting a site 
for the army stores; and Yorha Buena seemed to him to ho tlio fittest place. 
Acconlingly that hocanie the military depot, and that his station both during 
the war and for a year after its close, receiving all funds, and making all 
disbursements both for the military and civil government of California. 

Capt. FoLsoM had the sagacity to perceive whm Sun Francisco— the 
name "Yerba Buena" liaving now been dropped for this by his own happy 
thought ami instaut action — was to become, lie invested in it the little 
wbidi he had— about fifteen hundred dollars; purchased, during leave of 
absence on a visit to the East, all the interest of the heirs in the Leidesdorf 
estate, refurnod after an absence of seven months, and was on duty again, a 
3'ear and a half longer. The discovery of i,'old aided in the rapid develop- 
ment and growth of the new city. It opened like one of the magnificent 
flowers on that Pacific coast, not soon to wither and die, hut to bloom in 
perpetually renewing and multiplying beauty. No man indeed makes a 
great city. Capt. Fot,som did not make San Francisco. But it was a 
groat thing to have a man of his inte'lligenco and cidtureand generous public 
spirit one of its loading inspirers and nioulders and builders. Nor will its 
futnre glory and greatness be separable from his name. But not the fortune 
of eleven millions to which his estate has already reached, and beyond which 
it is dosfiiiod to swell ; not the magnificent street bearing his name, on which 
stand bome of his palatial edifices, and through which the breezes are waited ill 
eternal freshness from the Pacific in one direction and the Sierras iu the 
other, will be his chief distinction. It is far greater to have one of the greatest 
and bravest commanders of modem times, Major Gen. William T. Sherman, 
place that name with honor in his *' Memoirs," and record it on the imper- ' 
ishable tablets of the heart, entitling it "AIy Classmate and Intimate 
Friend." 

In general address, Capt. Folsom is said to liave exhibited a slight 
fortnality. through the influence of his military education. But lie was (piiet 
and gontlemaidy in maniuTs, unresorve<l and companionable with iutimattj 
friends. Amid the civil and military duties that never in his lianils boie 
even the faintest suspicion of neglect, he found time for literary pui-suits that 
gave him no interior plat i auKuig educated minds. But he has led behind 
hira, for his friends and kinsfolk, what is better than all this — a stainless 
character, an irreproachable integrity, a wakeful sense of honoi , a coni>cienci! 
void of offence in respect to tlte pursuit of any personal gain at the. expense 
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of ruin to otberS) a reputation which under the drill and discipline of actual 
life, amid its marches and coiiflictB, meetR the true soldierly ideal; overoomes 

in tlie warfare with evil, and, havin^done all stands. Captain Folsom*s 
earthly labors wore clost d in life's ]irinit\ belbrt* he iiad readied the nije of 
forty. His eyes saw not, his ears Ik ard not, the opening of that conliict 
more momeutous and terrible than any with Indian or Mexican, or whatever 
foreign foe. Who can doubt that, had he lived, he would have counted his 
millions but loss, nor liriL't red a day to present himself, as in youth, for the 
service and seeiirity »»t' his country, tor the perpetuity and enjoyment 
throughout, the liepublic of the bltiSbiiigs of the Uuion?

nn<l iK'L'hbnrini; towns, ami was put in command of Capt. Nathaniel Folsom 
of Exeter, who pruceedeU through the woods to Albany, aud thence to Fort 
Edward, where the New-Hampshire Rangers were posted. On tins 8th of 
September, the enemy attacked the Americans in camp at Fort 6eoi^> but 
"wei e repulsed, and their commander. Baron Die.>>kau, was mortally wounded 
and takt'U prisoner. In the courno of the day Capt. Folsoiu with his 
company of 80 men was deisputched in tlie direction of Luke George, who 
having met the retreating forces of the French, CanadianSt and Indians 
about ( o'ch)( k in the afternoon, posted his men behind the treeSt and kept 
;i l»risk tiring of musketry until night, witli great loss to the enemy, while 
ot the AnuM'icaiis only six fell, ami their commander brought oti' safely all 
his woun<led, with several prisoners and a large quantity of baggage. The 
engagements of the day, thus closed by Capt. Folsom, served more Sian any- 
thing else," it is said, '* to revive the spirit of the colonies." He became 
Major in 1707, and soon Colonel; was for several years a member of the 
2s'. li. House of Representatives and a prominent member of the liberal 
party. He was chosen, together with Major Gen. John Sullivan, to represent 
New-IJampsliire in the first General Congress, which met at Philadelphia, 
Sept. .'», 1774; was appointed delegate from New-Hampshire to meet other 
Xew-PvU gland dele«!^ates at Providence, K. I., in respeet to sending supplies 
to the army; served as Brigadier General during the siege of Boston, until 
relieved by Ballivan. In 1 775 he was commissioned Major General ; in 
1770 was appointed one of the four Justices of the Court uf Common Pleas 
for Rockingliani County; iti 1777 and 1779 was again chosen member of 
Congre.ss. In the Hist year of his n'turn to Washington, he writes to his 
friend Hon. Mesliach Weare, President of the Council of New-Hampshire, 
that **the 8th Article of the Confederation gave him great uneasiness,** as 
the South obtained by it an exemption from taxation for its negroes, who 
in reality constituted one third of its wealth, and thus caused the free States 
to bear a larger share of the burden of the charges of the war than was 
equitable. In 1778 he was chosen Councillor, and was temporary President 
of the Convention that f rained the Constitution of New-Hampshire in 1788.*

But certainly this Nnthflnifl could bu no other than Capt. Nathaniel, 
the hero of Ijikc George, who, just before the expimtion of the firm, was appointed Mnjor, 
and scvi n years afrcrwards Major-General. For ( 1 ) He wiis at that lime tliirty-five yeai-s of 
ajje (•' Exeter in 177G" is incorrect in saying that lie was " nineteen" when he connnamled 
at Lake George — he was ticenty-tiine), and properly the senior member of the firm ; while 
Joseph Gilman wiis twenty-three and Josiah just" twenty-one. (2) They were relatives — 
Iwing all three great-grandsons of Hon. John Gilman; Capt. Folsom, so, by his mother, 
Anna Ladd P., grandduit. of Hon. John.

Iliiving ^jjroduatcd at Harvard, 
1813, he l^gan in the autumn of 181 1 to study divinity, ))ut waw obliged 
to relinquish it from ill health, and in the spring of 1816 he accepted 
the offer to oat in the 74 gun-.ship *' \Vasliin<;ton" an chaplain and 
Bs the mid.shipuien's t«\cher in matiiematics. In 1817, he was appoint- 
ed Ckaryc Affaires ni Tuni.s, where he continued until 1819. One 
o( these you njj lad» obtained permiH.4ion to accompany him and continue 
his studit s iiiidt r liiui. Almost half a century passed, and there visited 
Boston a naval officer of renown, whoNO first visit, after the public hon- 
orsof reception, this to Mr. Folsom in Cambridge.

Retaminjr from the Mediterranean , 
Mr. Folsom became Tutor in Harvard. 1821-23 : Librarian of the Coll., 
1823-26; Librarian of the UkNiton Athcnasum, 1845-50. He performed 
many important literary labors ; mnt forth an excellent school edition 
of Cicero H Omtions; and it is espt'ciaily to his praise that authors like 
Quincy and Norton and Sparks and PsRrey and Prescott and I^ursons 
—both Dr. Farsons and Dr. Palfrey oontribattng beautiful memorial 
sketches of him — put tlicir Tuanuscripts or proofs into lii.s hands, and 
cordially acknowledged their great indebtedness to his valuable services. 
The most fratrnint of the memories still bloominff from his dost, is that 
" hiH kindnens was warm, eonntaiit and uuKeifish. No one ever knew 
hiui refuse a favor which it was in his power to grant, or think first 
of himself , when the question was whether he should benefit himself 
or another."

His mother's family lived in 
Philadelphia, and belonged to the Society of Friends. 
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Some years ago, a farmer of Wayland, Mass., bearing the uame of 
''Folsom,'* a lineal desoeDdant of the Quaker, and, in oommon with his 
whole fiunilj, diembing a remarkaUe veneratioii for him, but at that tune 
noable to trace his pedigree farther back, related to the writer in substance 
the following story, which was pot on record without delay and is now 
simply transcribed. 

Joshua was the proprietor of 3,000 acres of land, still in the possession 
of his descendants. He was a miller. The people of the town, in those 
R<'volutionary times, call( d him a Tory^ because being a Friend he could 
not go with them in their war measures ; and they combined to spill all his 
grain into the water. Mr. Cilley, of Nottingham or Deertield, hearing of 
this, and being an executor of an estate whi^ the miller owed for rye, im- 
mediately proceeded to secure, if possible, the payment before the catastro- 
phe. *' In which will you take your pay," said the miller, " in silver or in 
rye"? "In rye, if agreeable, because it is every day rising." The miller 
measured out the same number of bushels that he received. " Why, Sir," 
ezdaimed the amased executor, **rye is worth twice as mneh as wIkmi yon 
bOD^t, and you ought to give me only one-half the amount" " No 
matter, I choose to return what I received." "Is that your principle?" re- 
sponded Mr. C, why they call you a Tory, and say you are opposed to 
independence.** ''No, I am not! I want the country to be free, but I don't 
want to go to war about it.** Mr. C. then added, they are going to throw 
all your grain into the water to-night. But they shall pass over my dead 
body first" ! And off he rode, got the people together and told them the 
story. The plot was abandoned. The Quaker Joshua became the most 
&med hero in the region for his kindness to the widow and fodierless. We 
may still see those pitiful, determined eyes, through the dust of the mill, 
and hear that cjilm Christian voice amid the clatter uttering its " Yea " and 
"Nay." avoiding in reply " wliatsocver is more than these," because it 
" Cometh of evil," and feel tliat he did what was wisest and best. 
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
